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Cultural  Trust  and  Montana  Arts  Council  update 

Weathering  a  difficult  legislative  session 


The  Cultural  Trust  grants  (HB9)  and  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  budget  (included  in  HB2)  made  it  through  the  full 
Senate  on  April  8,  thus  completing  their  full  tour  of  both 
houses  in  the  legislature.  No  additional  changes  were  made 
other  than  those  originally  made  in  subcommittee. 

As  this  newsletter  goes  to  press,  we  anxiously  await 
these  two  bills  making  it  past  conference  committees  and 
on  to  signing  by  the  Governor. 

The  Cultural  Trust  faced  a  number  of  obstacles  —  some 


overt,  but  most  of  them  behind-the-scenes  —  and  was 
targeted  for  a  “raid”  early  in  the  session  as  legislators 
struggled  with  the  monumental  cuts  being  made  to 
education  and  social  services.  During  the  Cultural  Trust 
grant  hearing  process,  there  was  sentiment  voiced  by 
certain  legislators  that  these  funds  would  be  better  spent  in 
the  human  service  area.  Another  legislator  moved  to 
eliminate  all  of  the  Endowment  grants  within  the  Trust.  It 
was  then  scheduled  for  virtual  dissolution  in  a 


de-earmarking  bill.  This  legislation  was  eventually  heavily 
amended  and  no  longer  referenced  the  Trust. 

All  threats  to  the  Trust  either  died  or  were  effectively 
countered.  The  Montana  Cultural  Advocacy  lobbyist, 
Gloria  Hermanson,  played  a  pivotal  role  throughout  this 
process. 

A  complete  legislative  wrap-up  on  the  art  will  be 
included  in  the  next  issue  of  ArtistSearch.

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Artifacts 

returned 

Artifacts  that  survived 
the  1890  massacre  of 
200  unarmed  Native 
Americans  by  the  U.S. 
cavalry  are  being 
returned  to  Pine  Ridge 
Reservation  in  an 
agreement  between  the 
Woods  Memorial 
Library  Association 
and  the  Oglala  Sioux. 
The  artifacts  had  been 
on  public  display  for 
almost  100  years,  and 
are  being  returned  in 
accordance  with  a  1990 
federal  law  that 
requires  federally 
supported  museums  to 
return  funeral,  sacred 
and  cultural  objects 
to  Native  American 
families  or  tribes.  The 
library  association  and 
Oglala  Sioux  represen¬ 
tatives  will  seek 
funding  from  the 
National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  to  pay 
Sioux  artists  to  make 
replicas  for  museum 
display  along  with 
contemporary  works. 
“This  way  everyone 
will  win,”  said  Mario 
Gonzalez  of  Black 
Hawk,  South  Dakota, 
lawyer  for  the 
Wounded  Knee 
Survivors  Association. 
“We  would  get  the 
originals,  the  Indians 
would  get  employment 
and  the  museum  will 
get  duplicates." 


Director's  notes

It’s  hard  to  believe  that  the  legislative  session 
is  about  to  come  to  an  end.  As  pointed  out  on 
page  one  of  ArtistSearch,  both  the  Cultural  Trust 
grants  and  the  MAC  agency  budget  have  passed 
the  House  and  Senate  with  no  changes  from  their 
respective  Subcommittees’  action  (at  this 
writing).  We  await  the  final  days  with  baited 
breath  in  hopes  there  is  no  last-minute  raid  or  cut 
to  either. 

Reflections  on  this  madcap  session 

The  first  two  months  of  the  session  were 
daunting  and  exhausting.  Although  the  threats 
seemed  to  subside  once  the  MAC  budget  and  the 
Cultural  Trust  cleared  the  House,  the  resultant 
relative  calm  has  actually  been  rather 
disconcerting  (as  in  the  "calm  before  the 
storm!"). 

Like  clockwork,  a  new  problem  erupted 
every  week  at  the  outset.  The  first  difficulty 
arose  in  a  request  by  the  Budget  Office  to 
itemize  our  agency’s  general  fund  budget.  The 
following  week,  the  MAC  budget  was  targeted  to 
take  a  45  percent  cut,  and  one  legislator  even 
offered  the  notion  of  eliminating  the  agency 
altogether.  We  were  able  to  state  the  implications 
of  the  45  percent  cut,  and  defense  for  restoration 
was  vociferous. 

This  particular  part  of  the  session  was  doubly 
stressful  because  the  Cultural  Trust  was 
threatened  behind-the-scenes,  as  well.  In  fact,  the 
Cultural  Trust  was  juxtaposed  against  human 
services’  needs  during  several  hearings  on  various 
bills.  Diversion  of  current  grant  funds  was 
discussed,  and  endowment  grants  within  the 
Cultural  Trust  were  also  at  risk.  A  de-earmarking 
bill  heard  at  this  time  caused  special  alarm 
because  it  would  have  eliminated  the  Cultural 
Trust.  On  top  of  it  all  we  prepared  to  fight  an 
anti-obscenity  bill. 

To  date,  we  sustained  cuts  on  the  agency 
budget  in  the  subcommittee  —  and  changes  were 
made  to  grant  recommendations  in  the  Cultural 
Trust  during  its  subcommittee  hearings.  Other 
threats  have  been  either  effectively  countered  or 
tabled.  As  this  goes  to  press,  we  nervously  await 
any  new  moves. 


Kudos  to  the  Cultural  Advocacy! 

At  this  juncture,  the  Cultural  Advocacy  and 
the  many  people  across  the  state  who  supported  its 
efforts  deserve  special  note.  Before  being  hired  in 
this  position  I  had  no  idea  the  Cultural  Advocacy 
existed,  but  let  me  tell  you  —  it’s  an  enormously 
important  component  in  protecting  cultural 
interests  during  the  legislative  process. 

Because  the  issues  facing  this  legislature  were 
so  extraordinarily  difficult,  constituent  support  and 
the  constant  presence  and  skill  of  the  Cultural 
Advocacy’s  lobbyist  Gloria  Hermanson  was 
invaluable.  (Many  people  are  unaware  that  a  state 
agency  cannot  lobby.  So  —  while  we  certainly 
educate  people  about  our  mission  and  its  value  — 
cultural  constituents  and  their  lobbyist  play  a 
criticial  role.) 

As  a  group,  the  Cultural  Advocacy  meets 
weekly  in  Helena  during  the  session,  chaired  by 
Paul  Stahl.  Paul  is  very  much  an  “unsung  hero”  for 
culture  in  our  state.  He  is  deputy  attorney  for 
Lewis  and  Clark  County  and  chairman  of  the 
Helena  Chamber  of  Commerce’s  Government 
Relations  Committee,  and  is  a  strong  proponent  of 
all  things  cultural.  He  is  also  exceedingly  articulate 
and  knowledgeable  in  planning  strategy,  and  his 
advice  has  been  virtually  prescient  this  session. 

I  owe  Paul  and  Gloria  and  my  colleagues  in  the 
Cultural  Advocacy  a  great  deal  for  the  political 
insights  and  wisdom  they  have  shared  with  me  this 
session.  The  citizens  of  Montana  owe  them  a  great 
deal  for  their  efforts,  as  well.

Rural  Network  News

One  exciting  and  educational  way  to  train 
young  dancers  to  the  specialized,  highly  techni¬ 
cal  and  many  faceted  world  of  dance  is  to  bring 
professional  dancers  from  major  dance  compa¬ 
nies  and  involve  them  in  Montana  communities, 
large  and  small.  ( I  say  involve  them  in  the 
community  because  it’s  no  longer  just  in  the 
studio  where  young  dancers  leam  their  craft.) 

But  first,  these  professional  dancers  must 
have  the  ability  to  communicate  with  and  teach 
young  dancers.  We  all  know  that  simply  because 
a  person  is  a  professional  does  not  mean  he  or 
she  has  the  ability  to  teach  .  This  is  a  criteria 
which  should  not  be  overlooked  unless  the 
dancers  are  in  your  town  for  a  performance  only. 

The  trend  nowadays  is  to  hire  a  touring  dance 
company  for  more  than  just  a  performance.  The 
dancers  may  come  with  an  entire  week-long 
agenda.  Many  times  the  week  will  start  with 
what  we  call  "home-stays."  The  home-stay  will 
consist  of  one  or  two  professional  dancers 
staying  in  the  homes  of  dance  students.  Gener¬ 
ally  the  only  thing  which  is  provided  is  the 
lodging,  however,  food  provisions  and  transpor¬ 
tation  may  sometimes  be  included.  The  home- 
stay  serves  as  a  quality  time  for  students  to 
discuss  one-on-one  with  the  professional  the  ups 
and  downs  of  professional  life.  Students  and 
presenters  should  keep  in  mind  many  dancers 
feel  the  need  to  make  use  of  commercial  lodging, 
not  because  they  are  anti-social  but  because  they 


have  a  heavy  performance  schedule  and  require 
down-time. 

Dance  companies'  agendas  may  include  an 
“informance”  in  the  public  school.  This  lecture/ 
demonstration  usually  is  done  in  the  gym  or 
auditorium  of  the  local  school  and  conducted  as  an 
assembly.  In  most  cases,  one  to  four  members  of 
the  dance  company  are  involved  and  the  program 
consists  of  a  short  performance/demonstration  and 
a  lecture.  Most  often  this  time  will  include 
participation  from  the  school  students  and  time  for 
questions  and  answers.  These  “informances” 
provide  an  introductory  education  to  young  adults 
who  may  never  have  seen  dance,  as  well  as 
sparking  their  interest  to  attend  the  evening 
performance  with  their  parents  and  friends. 

Many  of  the  touring  dance  companies  are  in 
the  process,  or  have  already,  scaled  down  their 
elaborate  sets,  props,  lighting  requirements  and 
costumes  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  perform 
in  facilities  which  may  not  have  large  accessible 
back  stage  and  stage  areas,  state  of  the  art  light 
boards  and  large  dressing  rooms.  It’s  been  my 
experience  that  these  companies  aren’t  “shorting” 
the  audience,  rather  they  are  demonstrating  a  new 
dimension  of  performance  which  includes  an 
extensive  education  of  this  art  form. 

Years  ago  dance  companies  were  grand  and 
spectacular  and  were  designed  for  the  audience  to 
come  to  them.  Thank  goodness  for  the  company 
managers,  who  still  maintain  the  grand  and 


spectacular,  and  yet  manage  to  accommodate  to 
audiences,  rural  and  otherwise,  who  want  this 
valuable  education  in  their  communities.  Thank 
goodness  they  have  found  ways  to  bring  this  art 
form  to  us,  whether  it  be  through  conversation, 
lectures,  demonstrations  or  performances. 

I  recently  spent  an  evening  with  the 
Yellowstone  Ballet  Company  board  of  directors 
in  Livingston.  This  Montana  company  is 
inviting  solo  artists  from  professional  companies 
outside  the  state  to  come  to  Livingston  and  work 
with  its  dance  school  students.  Rather  than 
bringing  a  professional  company  with  a  full- 
length  ballet  to  their  area,  the  Yellowstone 
Ballet  Company  is  working  on  producing  a  full- 
length  ballet  with  its  own  company  members, 
using  the  professional  soloists  to  dance  the  lead 
parts.  These  soloists  are  also  working  with  the 
local  dance  students  in  a  master  class  setting  and 
during  rehearsals  for  the  performance. 

We  know  there  are  other  dance  companies 
and  many  presenters  in  Montana  who  are 
working  within  these  two  formats  to  entertain 
and  educate  Montana  dance  audiences.  And, 
we  praise  them!  Finally,  what  used  to  be  an 
impossible  task  for  small  communities  is  now  an 
educational  and  inspiring  reality  thanks  to 
people  spending  many  hours  (mostly  volunteer) 
working  together  on  the  proper  solutions. 
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Deborah  Butterfield's  bronze  sculpture,  "Pilot,"  brought  in  the  highest  bid  at  the 
Yellowstone  Art  Center's  Silver  Anniversary  Art  Auction  in  March.  The  horse  was  pur¬ 
chased  for  $52,000  by  an  out-of-state  collector.  Gross  Income  from  the  auction  topped 
$155,000,  making  it  the  most  successful  auction  in  the  museum's  history.  Other  works 
auctioned  included  paintings,  sculptures,  photographs,  prints  and  ceramics.  Of  the  99 
artists  represented  In  the  auction,  75  were  from  Montana. 


Congrats  to. . . 

Kristin  Bloomer  was  recently  hired  as 
program  director  for  the  Hellgate  Writers.  A 
candidate  in  the  University  of  Montana’s 
creative  writing  program.  Bloomer  was  selected 
from  40  applicants  for  the  position.  She  has 
served  as  a  grant  writer  for  the  U  of  M  English 
department  and  a  research  assistant  for  the  Rural 
Institute  on  Disabilities.  She  holds  a  BA  in 
English  from  Wesleyan  University  in 
Connecticut,  and  a  master’s  in  theology  from 
King’s  College  in  Cambridge. 

The  Hellgate  Writers  Board  of  Directors  and 
Advisory  Boards  elected  Steve  Krauzer  to  serve 
a  three-year  term.  Krauzer  is  the  author  of  22 
novels,  including  Brainstorm  and  Frame  Work, 
and  has  also  written  screenplays.  Barbara 
Theroux,  owner  of  Fact  and  Fiction  bookstore, 
was  re-elected  for  another  term  on  the  board. 
Krauzer  and  Theroux  join  board  members  Dee 
McNamer,  Robert  Reid  and  James  Welch. 

Sculptors  Pamela  Harr  and  Harvey  Rattey, 
owners  of  Bridger  Foundry  and  Gallery  in 
Bozeman,  are  recipients  of  the  1993  Blue  Chip 
Initiative  Award  sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Nation’s  Business  Magazine  and 
the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company.  The  award  is  presented  to  200 
outstanding  small  businesses  nationwide 
throughout  the  year.  The  Bridger  Foundry  is  the 
second  Montana  business  to  receive  this  award 
in  1993.  The  husband  and  wife  team  have  been 
in  business  in  Bozeman  for  over  20  years. 

Nancy  Nottingham  is  the  new  development 
assistant  for  the  Yellowstone  Art  Center.  Over 
the  last  several  months,  she  has  worked  closely 
with  Dierctor  of  Development  Marilynn  Miller 
on  the  Center’s  annual  fund  drive  and  will 
continue  to  be  involved  in  the  organization  and 
implementation  of  future  fund-raising  efforts. 

She  will  also  be  involved  in  the  research  and 
writing  of  corporate,  foundation  and  government 
grants  for  the  support  of  the  Art  Center  and  will 
handle  public  relations  responsibilities. 
Nottingham  is  a  graduate  of  Medill  School  of 
Journalism  at  Northwestern  University  in 
Evanston,  Illinois.  She  was  previously  creative, 
director  for  RIM  Advertising  in  Billings  and 
worked  as  a  reporter  and  desk  editor  for 
newspapers  in  Pocatello  and  Coeur  d’Alene,

Proceeds  for  the  25th  Annual  C.M.  Russell 
Auction  of  Original  Western  Art  in  Great 


Falls,  March  19-20,  set  a  record  with  an  unofficial 
two-day  total  of  $602,350.  The  auction  serves  as  a 
major  fund-raiser  for  the  Russell  Museum. 

The  People’s  Choice  Award  for  painting  at  the 
Russell  Auction  went  to  Larry  Zabel  of 
McAllister  for  his  painting,  “Raiders  Rendezvous 
at  Square  Butte.”  His  painting  sold  for  $6,100.  He 
also  took  honors  for  having  the  best  display  room, 
as  he  transformed  his  display  room  into  a  log 
cabin  interior. 

Coinciding  with  the  Russell  Auction  in  Great 
Falls  was  the  Western  Heritage  Arts  Show  and 
Auction,  which  featured  80  artists,  and  Jurors’ 
awards  were  presented  to  four  Montana  artists: 
Ron  Ukrainetz  of  the  Swan  Valley,  drawn  media, 
for  his  piece  entitled,  “Mandarin  Summer”;  Sylvia 
Mundt  of  Belt,  transparent  watercolor  and 
acrylic,  for  her  painting,  “In  the  Foothills";  James 
Meredith  of  Livingston,  sculpture,  for  his  piece, 
“Silver  Eagle";  and  Richard  Mousel  of  Fort 
Benton,  photography,  for  his  shot,  “Teton 
Sunrise." 

Honorable  mentions  were  garnered  in  six 
categories:  Ruth  McDonald  Gates,  Great  Falls, 
gouache  and  opaque  watercolor;  Jerome 
Johnson,  Victor,  oil;  Paulette  Albers,  Fort 
Benton,  transparent  watercolor;  Michael 
Westergard,  Plentywood,  sculpture;  Conrad 
Rowe,  Seeley  Lake,  photography;  and  Georgina 
Shields,  Malta,  pastels. 

The  Native  American  Art  Association’s  1 1th 
annual  exhibit  and  sale  also  took  place  in  Great 
Falls.  King  Kuka,  a  multi-media  artist  from  Great 
Falls,  earned  the  Artists’  Choice  award  for  his 
alabaster  sculpture,  “Mother  and  Child.”  Winning 
the  People’s  Choice  award  went  to  Edmond 
Albert  of  Great  Falls,  a  Chippewa-Cree,  for  his 
pen-and-ink,  “Traditional  Dancer.”  Winning  the 
crafts  awards  which  is  also  chosen  by  artists  was 
Thomas  No  Runner  of  Browning,  for  fancy 
dancer  and  hoop  dancer  dolls. 

Elizabeth  Sellars,  conductor  for  the  Helena 
and  Bozeman  symphonies,  will  be  inducted  into 
her  high  school’s  Hall  of  Fame  in  Racine,  Wis., 
on  June  13, 1993.  Sellars  will  take  part  in  her 
alma  mater’s  graduation  ceremonies  and  be 
presented  with  an  engraved  medallion.  She  was 
nominated  for  the  honor  by  her  high  school 
orchestra  teacher,  Norman  Lanning,  who  praised 
Sellars  for  her  work  in  a  “man’s  field.”  Sellars 
has  returned  to  Racine  on  a  number  of  occasions 
as  a  guest  conductor  for  the  Racine  Symphony. 


Greater  support 
needed  for  arts 

The  Montana  Community  Foundation 
recently  released  a  final  report  from  focus  groups 
around  the  state  to  assess  their  needs  and  how 
those  needs  could  effectively  be  addressed  with  a 
relatively  small  amount  of  money. 

As  the  Montana  Community  Foundation 
approaches  its  first  granting  cycle,  one  of  the 
areas  it  plans  to  make  grants  available  to  is  arts 
and  culture.  The  survey  stated  that  the  number 
one  priority  for  those  in  the  field  of  arts  and 
culture  is  simply  that  more  support  is  needed. 

In  the  Bitterroot  and  Mountain  Regions,  this 
was  stated  as  “  a  network  of  support  for  the  arts 
comparable  to  what  we  see  for  sports.”  The 
analogy  suggests  that  schools  of  every  size 
should  offer  a  variety  of  arts  opportunities;  that 
all  communities  should  have  a  base  of  feeder 
programs  supporting  their  school  arts  programs; 
that  resources  are  allocated  for  arts  activities; 
that  arts  activities/events  attract  community 
support  and  attendance. 

The  Yellowstone  and  Gold  Regions  talked 
about  an  integration  of  the  arts  into  every  child’s 
education. 

The  Big  Sky,  Greater  Missouri,  Southeast  and 
Russell  Regions  expressed  a  need  for  outreach 
—  more  outreach  to  more  communities 
particularly  by  Montana-based  performing 
groups.  In  many  communities  this  tied  in  with  a 
need  for  cultural/community  centers  and/or  a 
greater  use  of  school  facilities,  but  clearly  there 
is  a  need  for  facilities  that  can  support 
performances.  There  is  also  a  need  for  small 
communities  to  build  a  base  of  local  support  to 
host/sponsor  arts  events  and  a  need  to  collaborate 
with  other  communities  in  their  region  to  use 
limited  resources  more  effectively. 

A  second  major  theme  that  emerged, 
particularly  in  the  Greater  Missouri  and 
Southeast  Regions,  was  a  view  of  arts  and 
culture  as  industry,  an  opportunity  for  economic 
development  This  was  expressed  as  a  need  to 
develop  and  market  summer  tourist  attractions, 
particularly  things  that  reflect  Montana’s  cultural 
heritage. 

Finally,  participants  said  the  arts  must  be 
multi-cultural  and  accessible  to  all.  Participants 
expressed  a  desire  for  more  pride  in  Native 
American  culture  and  more  cross-cultural 
exchange,  more  recognition  and  nurture  of 
Hispanic  culture,  and  more  international  cultural 
exchange.  They  want  arts  available  in  rural  and 
urban  areas;  accessible  to  all  ages,  physical 
abilities  and  income  levels. 

Storytelling  Project 
continues  in  '93-94 

The  American  Festival  Project,  a  coalition  of 
artists  joined  with  a  consortium  of  presenters  and 
a  network  of  community  co-sponsors,  is 
scheduled  again  for  Montana  in  1993  and  1994. 
Presenters  for  Montana  include  the  Montana 
Performing  Arts  Consortium  and  Helena  Presents. 

The  Montana  Storytelling  Project,  which 
began  in  fall  1992,  is  an  exploration  of  the  oral 
traditions  in  the  diverse  cultures  of  the  region. 

This  multi-year  project  aims  to  strengthen  the 
cultural  identities  of  the  participating  communities 
through  the  telling,  with  movement  and  music,  of 
personal  stories  and  local  histories. 

Partners  in  this  mostly  rural  network  of 
presenters  are:  the  Alberta  Bair  Theater  for  the 
Performing  Arts  (Billings),  working  with  the 
Crow  and  Northern  Cheyenne  nations;  Fort  Peck 
Fine  Arts  Council  (Glasgow),  with  a  satellite 
network  of  five  communities  including  Glasgow, 
Malta,  Wolf  Point,  Plentywood  and  Sidney; 
ASUM  Programming  at  the  University  of 
Montana  (Missoula);  Northern  Showcase/ 
Northern  Montana  College  (Havre);  and 
Performing  Arts  League  (Choteau).

Pauline  Allen,  a  Helena 
patron  of  the  arts  who 
has  made  large 
donations  to  both 
Helena  Presents  and 
the  Holter  Museum, 
has  given  a  5100,000 
endowment  to  the 
Helena  Art  Center. 
Director  Carol  Novotne 
said  Allen's  gift  will 
help  the  center  begin 
an  endowment 
program  to  support  its 
activities.  Allen  was 
the  first  recipient  of  a 
"Special  Award"  from 
the  center  during  the 
Meadowlark  Art  review 
show  at  the  Helena 
Civic  Center  in  March.

Grants  to 
Organizations 

MAC  received  85 
applications  totalling 
$312,034  for  its  FY94 
Grants  to  Organizations 
program.  Panelists  are 
still  to  be  selected,  but 
grants  will  be  reviewed 
from  June  11-12  and  the 
Council  will  make  final 
decisions  on  June  13.  Applicants  and  the  public 
are  invited  to  sit  in  on  the  panel  and  Council 
deliberations.  In  addition  to  annual  grant 
applications,  panelists  will  review  requests  for 
biennial  support  and  requests  for  regional  arts 
projects. 

Dance  on  Tour 

The  Council  is  coordinating  a  statewide 
grant  application,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Montana  Performing  Arts  Consortium  and  the 
Montana  Dance  Arts  Association,  to  be  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  for 
support  of  Dance  on  Tour  from  the  fall  1994  to 
spring  1995.  Montana’s  multi-year  Dance  on 
Tour  project  will  present  an  out-of-state, 
professional  dance  company  in  multi-day 
residencies  in  communities  across  the  state. 

Most  communities  will  sponsor  a  performance 
by  the  company  but  at  a  minimum,  all  will  make 
lecture-demonstrations,  master  classes  or 
workshops  available  to  area  students,  dancers 
and  others  interested  in  dance  and  movement. 
During  its  annual  conference  MPAC  will  host  an 
extended  session  dealing  with  presenting  the  art 
of  dance  and  creating  dance  residencies.  The 
MDAA  will  use  company  members  to  provide 
training  for  its  members  and  workshop  partici¬ 
pants  at  one  of  its  statewide  workshops.  The 
intention  is  that  this  program  will  be  the  first  in 
what  may  end  up  being  a  four-year  project  to 
help  set  the  stage  for  futher  development  of 
dance  performance  and  training  in  Montana. 

Artists  Services— Education,

Artists  in  Schools/Communities  Program 

We  have  over  100  applications  from  artists 
hoping  to  be  on  the  roster 
for  our  1993-94  and  1994- 
95  programs — that  is  more 
than  double  the  number  of 
applications  the  last  time 
we  solicited  them!  Panels 
meet  in  mid-April  to 
review  these  applications 
and  we  hope  to  have  the 
roster  and  guidelines 
available  in  June. 


Residencies 

At  the  February,  March  and  April  meetings 
of  the  advisory  committee,  14  residencies  were 
approved.  As  of  the  April  meeting  we  have 
expended  available  funds  for  this  fiscal  year.  We 
advise  schools  and  community  groups  to  consider 
applying  now  for  residencies  next  fall. 

Other  Projects 

Representatives  from  the  three  model  sites 
(Hawthorne  School,  Bozeman,  Roy  Public 
Schools  and  Douglas  Gold  School,  Browning) 
met  in  Billings  in  conjunction  with  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  teachers  in 
late  March.  They  shared  information  on  then- 
progress  and  planned  ways  that  they  can  cooper¬ 
ate  and  share  their  work  with  other  schools 

We  are  now  distributing  brochures  for  the 
Montana  Visual  Art  Education  Institute  and  the 
Montana  Creative  Writing/Drama  Education 
Institute  (to  train  teachers  in  teaching  the  arts  in 
the  classroom).  These  are  great  classes  offering  a 
lot  of  personal  attention.  Scholarships  are 
available. 

We  continue  work  with  the  Arts  Plus  program 
at  the  Myma  Loy  Center  in  Helena.  This  exciting 
three-year  project  will  develop  theater  and  dance 
education  in  the  Helena,  Lewis  and  Clark  County 
and  Jefferson  County  schools.

1993/94  Individual  Arts 
Fellowship  Awards 

Approximately  800 
fellowship  applications 
have  been  sent  out  state¬ 
wide  inviting  Montana 
artists  to  compete  for 
MAC’S  1993/94  individual 
fellowships  awarded  for 
artistic  excellence.  Panels 
will  convene  June  11-12  to 
select  up  to  nine  artists  to  receive  awards  of 
$2,000  each  in  the  areas  of  crafts,  dance,  drama, 
literature,  media,  music  and  visual  arts.  Applica¬ 
tion  deadline  is  April  30. 

First  Book  Award 

Last  November  poet  Mamie  Prange,  of 
Stevensville,  was  announced  as  the  winner  of 
MAC’S  First  Book  Award  competition  in  which 
the  Council  funds  the  publishing  of  the  winning 
manuscript  This  competition  is  open  to  writers 
who  have  not  yet  had  their  work  published  in 
book  form.  After  recently  reviewing  bids  from 
various  presses  interested  in  her  manuscript,  we 
have  selected  the  Cleveland  University  Press 
Poetry  Center  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  which  has  a 
strong  reputation  with  books  such  as  Mamie’s. 
The  next  First  Book  Award  competition  will  be  in 
the  spring  1994. 


SOS! 

Montana  will  soon  be  participating  in  a 
program  to  identify  and  assess  the  conditions  of 
all  outdoor  sculpture  in  our  state.  Save  Outdoor 
Sculpture!  (SOS!)  is  a  nationwide  project 
designed  to  identify  outdoor  sculpture  —  not 
only  its  location  and  creator,  but  its  cultural  and 
historical  significance,  and  current  condition  — 
in  an  effort  to  help  preserve  it.  A  database  will 
ultimately  be  compiled  of  all  information 
received.  The  Montana  Arts  Council,  in 
conjunction  with  the  State  Historical  Preserva¬ 
tion  Office  and  the  Museum  Association  of 
Montana,  will  be  facilitating  the  execution  of 
this  two-year  project.  The  program  is  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  Smithsonian  Institution’s  National 
Museum  of  American  Art  and  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Conservation  of  Cultural 
Property. 

Folklife  Program, 

Nicholas  Vrooman 

American  Indian 
Monument 

Eighteen  proposals 
were  received  for  the 
American  Indian  Monu¬ 
ment  and  Montana  Tribal 
Flag  Circle,  to  be  erected 
on  the  State  Capitol  grounds.  The  Governor’s 
committee  will  meet  to  review  the  materials 
submitted  and  come  to  terms  with  a  decision.  The 
next  steps  will  include  designing  a  fund-raising 
strategy. 

Folklife/Traditional  Arts  grants 

Technical  assistance  and  program  develop¬ 
ment  advisement  was  offered  for  prospective 
MAC  grantee  proposals  in  the  Folklife/Tradi¬ 
tional  Arts  category.  This  is  the  third  year  the 
Council  has  offered  this  category  and  proposals 
continue  to  increase.  It’s  interesting  to  note  that 
organizations  new  to  MAC’S  grants  process  find 
place  within  the  criteria  of  this  program. 

Traditional  Design  Recovery  Project 

We’re  busy  administering  a  new  grant  from 
the  Fund  for  Folk  Culture  to  support  the  Ft. 
Belknap  Tribes  Traditional  Design  Recovery 
Project.  MAC  just  received  word  of  funding  for 
a  model  project  to  recover  the  design  arts  legacy 
of  the  Gros  Ventre  and  Assiniboine  of  Ft. 
Belknap.  The  Council  will  contract  with  George 
P.  Horse  Capture,  an  internationally  acknow¬ 
ledged  authority  on  Northern  Plains  materials, 
and  himself  a  Gros  Ventre,  to  do  the  time-critical 
work  of  identifying,  documenting,  cataloging, 
and  interpreting  the  primary  Ft.  Belknap 
holdings  in  specific  museum  collections  in  the 
United  States  and  Europe. 


If  an  all-volunteer  non-profit  organization 
has  over  $1,000  in  unrelated  business  income 
(UBI),  must  they  report  it  to  the  IRS  on  a 
990-T? 

The  key  in  this  question  is  “all-volunteer.” 
If  an  organization’s  paid  staff  is  generating  the 
UBI,  the  answer  is  yes.  If,  however,  “substan¬ 
tially  all  the  work  in  carrying  on  such  trade  or 
business  is  performed  for  the  organization 
without  compensation,”  it  is  not  included  in  the 
definition  of  UBI.  This  is  the  general  rule  in 
Internal  Revenue  Code  Section  513  (a). 

As  a  non-profit  organization  —  we’re  not 
making  any  money  —  why  aren’t  we  eligible 
to  receive  a  MAC  grant? 

When  the  Council  awards  its  grants  it  wants 
to  make  sure  that  recipients  are  established  and 
bona  fide  organizations  created  to  benefit  the 
public.  Therefore,  it  requires  that  applicants  be 
incorporated  as  non-profit  organizations  and 
have  possessed  tax  exempt,  501  (c)  (3),  status 
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from  the  IRS  for  at  least  one  year.  Obtaining  non¬ 
profit  status  has  nothing  to  do  with  whether  you 
make  or  lose  money,  but  whether  the  organization 
is  a  corporation,  no  part  of  the  income  or  profit  of 
which  is  distributed  to  its  members,  directors  or 
officers.  Possessing  tax-exempt  status  exempts  the 
organization  from  most  taxes  and  allows  donor 
contributions  to  be  deductible.  This  process 
usually  takes  about  a  year  to  accomplish  and 
requires  a  financial  investment.  Technical  assis¬ 
tance  in  incorporating  and  obtaining  tax-exempt 
status  is  available  from  the  Council  staff. 

We  are  just  completing  our  first  year  as  a  local 
arts  council.  Our  organization  is  an  all  volun¬ 
teer  group  that  provides  the  community  with 
gallery  shows  in  different  locations,  perfor¬ 
mances  in  our  local  high  school  auditorium, 
and  we  are  interested  in  starting  a  community 
theater  group.  Some  of  us  are  beginning  to  feel 
most  of  our  problems  would  be  solved  if  we  had 
our  own  facility.  Do  you  agree? 


One  component  of  any  successful  arts 
organization  is  to  first  work  long  and  hard  on  its 
mission  statement,  purpose  and  goals.  Changing 
any  of  the  organizational  structure  should 
require  hours  of  talk  and  planning  by  the  board 
members.  If  your  plan  includes  volunteers 
owning  and  operating  a  facility  and  you  feel  you 
can  find  a  building  best  suited  to  your  needs, 
then  it  makes  sense  to  move  ahead.  However,  if 
the  group  was  formed  with  no  mention  of 
finding  your  own  “home,”  then  the  answer 
would  be  no.  No,  until  your  arts  council  has 
discussed  what’s  involved  in  running  a  facility, 
the  major  changes  which  would  have  to  occur  in 
your  organization,  the  funding  for  staff,  renova¬ 
tion  and  up-keep,  as  well  as  the  advantages  of 
having  your  own  arts  center.  If  you  find  your 
organization  feels  it  can  make  all  the  changes 
required  then  your  arts  council  will  want  to 
rewrite  its  mission  statement,  purpose  and  goals, 
making  sure  all  board  members  agree  with  the 
council’s  new  direction. 
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ellowship  Recipients  1992-93 


Each  year  the  Montana  Arts  Council  awards  fellowships  to  outstanding  Montana  artists  in  the  areas  of  crafts, 
dance,  drama,  literature,  media,  music  and  visual  arts.  Last  year,  seven  artists  were  selected  for  this  honor. 
Here’s  a  little  bit  about  each  of  them,  their  work,  what  they've  been  able  to  accomplish  as  fellowship  recipi¬ 
ents  and  what  they  plan  to  do  in  the  future.

Karen  Ganz,  accompanist 

For  Karen  Ganz,  music  has  always  been  a  way  of  life. 
She  began  playing  piano  at  the  ripe  age  of  four  and 
has  gone  on  to  master  several  instruments,  and 
serves  as  staff  accompanist  for  the  University  of  Montana 
Music  Department  She  holds  a  master's  degree  in  piano 
accompanying  from  the  University  of  New  Mexico. 

The  instruments  Ganz  has  played  include  the  piano, 
harpsichord,  double  bass,  organ,  carillon,  harp,  trombone 


and  bass  trombone.  This  diversity  has  made  her  work  in 
music  plentiful  and  diverse.  She  has  worked  as  accompa¬ 
nist  for  opera,  vocal,  instrumental,  theater,  dance  and 
choral,  as  well  as  working  as  a  soundtrack  pianist 
Ganz  said  the  fellowship  money  aided  her  in  travel 
costs  for  audition  trips  to  universities.  She  plans  to 
continue  her  education,  seeking  to  be  accepted  into  a 
doctoral  program  in  accompanying. 


Jeffrey  Vick,  percussion 

Jeffrey  Vick  has  a  diverse  background  in  percussion 
including  orchestral,  wind  bands,  chamber  music, 
as  well  as  university  performing  ensembles.  He  is 
currently  an  adjunct  instructor  of  music  at  Montana  State 
University,  principal  timpanist/percussionist  with  the 
Bozeman  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Intermountain  Opera 
Association,  and  teaches  privately. 

"The  individual  artist  fellowship  enabled  me  to  acquire  a 


marimba,  which  has  been  a  wish  of  mine  for  the  past  nine 
years,"  he  said. 

Vick  has  ambitious  plans  for  the  future  including  to 
continue  teaching  both  privately  and  at  the  university  level, 
to  further  develop  his  private  studio  and  the  number  of 
private  students,  begin  working  on  a  DMA  degree  in 
percussion,  commission  new  works  for  percussion  and 
research  American  Indian  drumming  practices  and  music. 


Barbara  Lemmick,  photography 

Painting  has  always  been  important  to  Barbara 
Lemmick.  From  her  first  set  of  oils  given  to 
her  in  the  fourth  grade,  she  continued  to 
draw  and  paint  through  graduate  school.  "Until  the 
fateful  visual  literacy  class  in  1975  where  I  discov¬ 
ered  the  camera  and  the  alchemy  of  the  darkroom," 
she  said. 

While  her  choice  of  medium  changed,  Lemmick’s 
photographs  retained  a  painterly  quality,  and  in  fact, 
her  black  and  white  images  are  often  painted  with  tones,  dyes  or  paints.  Moving 
to  Bigfork,  Montana,  in  1989  has  enabled  Lemmick  to  work  steadily  in  an 
atmosphere  that  she  finds  to  be  a  great  inspiration.  Her  works  deal  largely  with 
multiple  and  layered  images  which  evoke  a  timeless  effect. 

She  said  the  fellowship  came  at  a  crucial  time,  as  her  envisioned  and 
experimental  new  work  is  larger  in  scope  and  scale  and  therefore  more  expensive 
to  produce.  The  grant  has  enabled  her  to  purchase  supplies  to  further  this  work. 

Lemmick  sees  the  next  few  years  as  a  crucial  turning  point  for  her  work. 


Eva  Mastandrea,  drawing 

My  recent  work  is  an  attempt  to  come  to  terms  with 
pressures  and  confusions  brought  by  the  past.  My 
work  is  about  the  Holocaust  and  its  relation  to  my 
life,"  said  Eva  Mastandrea. 

For  Mastandrea,  drawing  is  a  deeply  personal  way  of 
communicating  past  events  which  left  an  indelible  mark  on 
her  life.  "The  act  of  drawing  becomes  for  me  a  self-reveal¬ 
ing  instrument,  a  sense  of  unity  in  my  own  life  experience, 
ridden  with  conflicts  and  discontinuity,"  she  said. 

Her  drawings  evolve  from  memories  of  her  childhood  in  Poland,  memories  which 
she  said  are  brought  back  to  her  by  the  scenery  and  sense  of  community  which  she 
found  in  Plentywood.  Her  process  for  drawing  involves  rejecting  her  formal  art 
education  and  allowing  herself  to  be  guided  instinctively  and  spiritually  by  events  both 
past  and  present,  imposing  as  little  control  as  possible  over  the  image  making  process. 

Mastandrea  said  she  has  concentrated  the  past  seven  years  on  teaching  art  at 
Western  Montana  College  in  Dillon,  and  now  is  finding  time  to  focus  on  her  drawings. 
The  fellowship  has  allowed  her  to  travel  and  purchase  art  supplies.

Gordon  McConnell,  painting 

Looking  at  images  from  Gordon  McConnell's 
most  recent  exhibit,  "Post-Western 
Paintings,"  one  immediately  realizes  the 
influence  from  classic  western  movies.  "My 
interpretations  of  these  images  reflect  on  the  nature 
of  both  film  and  painting.  Detail  and  resolution  are 
lost  in  the  entropy  of  translation  just  as  myth 
obscures  factual  history  and  replaces  it  as  a 
succeeding  reality." 

McConnell  moved  to  Billings  in  1982  to  begin  working  as  assistant  director 
at  the  Yellowstone  Art  Center.  Since  moving  to  Montana,  McConnell  says  he 
has  been  able  to  devote  more  time  to  painting.  While  he  remains  busy  as  senior 
curator  at  the  Yellowstone  Art  Center,  McConnell  is  enjoying  success  as  an 
artist,  with  his  works  being  exhibited  three  commercial  galleries  and  numerous 
exhibition  opportunities  last  year.  McConnell  said  the  fellowship  was  a  great 
help  in  covering  expenses  of  these  exhibitions.

David  Regan,  ceramics 

Like  many  ceramic  artists,  David  Regan 
first  became  interested  in  pottery  in  high 
school.  He  said  pottery  interests  him  as  an  art 
form  because  of  its  connection  to  the  basic  human 
need  for  nourishment.  "Through  good  pottery, 
tangible  evidence  between  spiritual  needs  and  the 
physical  body  is  illuminated,"  he  said. 

Regan's  current  work  involves  mainly  making 
soup  tureens  and  tea  pots  which  emphasize  the  possibilities  that  pottery  can 
evoke  in  health,  well-being  and  imagination. 

In  addition  to  his  pottery,  Regan  is  focused  on  teaching  this  year,  as  he  is 
filling  in  for  Beth  Lo  who  is  on  sabbatical  from  the  University  of  Montana. 

Future  plans  for  Regan  include  creating  and  owning  his  own  studio.  He  said 
the  money  from  the  fellowship  has  enabled  him  to  begin  developing  his  studio 
with  the  purchase  of  a  clay  mixer. 


Robert  Rohyl,  painting 

When  Robert  Royhl  moved  to  Montana  he 
brought  with  him  many  influences  from 
the  Southwest.  He  describes  his  work  at 
that  time  as  "Mexican- American  border  work” 
which  utilized  non-traditional  materials  and  dealt 
largely  with  media  images. 

Royhl  moved  to  Bozeman  in  1987  to  teach  at 
Montana  State  University.  Today  his  work  has 
taken  on  a  direction  that  leans  more  toward  nature, 
but  it  continues  to  carry  many  of  the  concerns  and  attitudes  from  the  Southwest, 
attitudes  which  are  often  conveyed  through  his  brilliant  use  of  color. 

Royhl  said  the  fellowship  has  enable  him  to  buy  supplies  —  canvas,  linen, 
oil  paints  —  which  he  said,  because  of  their  increasing  expense,  has  been  a 
"huge  help."  In  addition  to  teaching  and  painting,  Royhl  said  he  loves  to  travel 
and  is  "getting  hungry  for  older  civilizations."  Future  plans  just  might  include 
teaching  abroad.
